The MTBs resembled those used by the Italians 
around 1915. Each I^TB was armed with a single eight mm machine gun forward 

and a single torpedo tube and had a short mast equipped ^vith radio-telephone vpp** 
apparatus. The landing craft were about the same size as medium 
size average US landing craft.

5. Three or foutr dry cargo steamers each displacing between 5>000 and 6,000 tons, 
laid up for repairs. All of these ships were old. One of them had been almost 
completely rebuilt and had been fitted with new hull plates. There were gun 
platforms on all the vessels.
